Since  our  last  Newsletter,  work 
has  proceeded  apace  on  the  club 
redevelopment  site.  Our  old  Oub 
House  has  been  totally  demolished 
and  excavation  has  now  been  in 
progress  for  some  weeks. 

Your  Club  Executive  has  been  in 
almost  daily  contact  with  the  Club 
Architect  during  this  time  and 
final  plans  of  the  club  interior  are 
beginning  to  take  shape.  Particular 
attention  has  been  given  to  the 
^mnasium  and  swimming  pool 
weas  but  all  the  other  facilities  which 
will  make  up  the  new  Club  House 
have  been  carefully  appraised. 

As  you  may  have  read  in  the 
press,  the  developer  has  entered  into 
an  agreement  with  the  international 
Park  Lane  Group  to  operate  the 
hotel  in  the  new  complex  and 
discussions  have  taken  place  in 
relation  to  use  of  accommodation 
facilities  by  club  members. 
Indications  are  that  a  most 
advantageous  rate  will  be  available 
to  members  of  the  club  and  our 
reciprocal  clubs. 

To  sum  up,  work  is  proceeding 
according  to  schedule,  and  there  is 
no  reason  to  believe  that  target  dates 
already  announced  will  not  be 
achieved.

October  1989.  He  was  66  and  bad  not 
long  letnmed  to  Sydney  firom  Hawaii 
where  he  led  ’Attersall’s  Club’s 
contingent  to  the  Maui  Cross  Channel 
Swim. 

A  member  of  Tattersall’s  Club 
since  1959,  Norm  also  served  on  the 
Committee  for  a  number  of  years  and 
was  made  a  life  member  in  1986.  He 
was  a  keen  swimmer,  handballer  and 
snooker  player  and  was  a  champion 
of  all  of  these  groups  within 
Tattersall’s  Club  at  various  times. 

And  if  he  wasn’t  winning,  Norm  was 
always  a  fierce  competitor  and  a 
willing  friend  and  a  generous 
supporter  of  younger  members  in 


particular. 

Norm’s  other  sporting  interests 
included  surf  swimming,  football  (he 
played  first  grade  for  R^dwick  and 
captained  Eastern  Suburbs)  and 
horse  racing.  Norm’s  well  known 
colours  (blue  and  red  diagonals  and 
white  cap)  saw  CTeat  success  on 
Shankhill  Lass,  Mr.  Ironclad  and 
Ready  ’O’  Ready. 

With  his  wife  Zell^  Norm  raised 
three  boys  to  Olympic  swimming 
championship  standard.  They  now 
carry  on  Norm’s  great  love  of  life  and 
of  lus  fellow  man.  To  them  all  we 
extend  our  s)mipathy  and  support. 

Tattersall’s  Club  has  good  reason 
to  be  proud  of  Norm  Rogers.  He  was 
one  of  our  best  and  he  will  be  greatly 
missed.
